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Flu bug 
hits area 


Winter illness 
shows up early

The flu bug has finally hit 
with a vengeance. 

At St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center in Granite City, the 
emergency room has been 
filled to capacity during the 
last two or three weeks with 
patients suffering from 
symptoms such as stuffy or 
runny nose, chest conges- 
tion, cough, fever and chills. 

That has created long 

a wy waits for 
some 
suffer- 
ers, but 

hospital officials said the 
waits - like the flu - is some- 
thing they will have to live 


“We're all very busy and 
Have become accustomed to 
convenience and see all 
kinds of instant responses to 
our desires, but there is no 
automatic cure for the 
influenza virus,"' said 
Kathleen Gauen, director of 
ambulatory services at 
SEMC 

She pointed out that many 
times patients in the emer- 
gency room are evaluated 
without their Fnow ledge 

Nurses do look,'' she 
said. "Although they might 
not be right there with the 
patient. They assess a 
patient's condition, specifi- 
cally observing following the 
ABC's." 

That means airway, 
breathing and circulation. 

"We're taking it day by 
day, we have seen incredi- 
bly high patient volumes,’ 
she said. "We have been 
inundated, and it appears 
this year that the flu has hit 
earlier, it usually hits in 
January and February." 

She noted that many peo- 
ple who had flu shots are 
becoming sick. The problem

However, Stan Erb, rep- 
resenting the Erb family, 
said they never got a chance

Village Attorney Eric 
Evans said that a request 
for proposals had been 
placed in a local paper, but 
Erb said they did not read 
the local paper and never 
saw it.

Inmate to remain in prison 


McCabe ordered to remain in custody until trial concludes

A prison inmate with a 
long string of sex offenses 
was ordered to remain in 
custody Monday pending a 
trial in Madison County 
Circuit Court on the state's 
effort to imprison him indefi- 
nitely-.

McCabe, 46, formerly of 
Pontoon Beach, after a state 
psychologist said he could be 
considered dangerous to 
society. 

Releasing McCabe would 
create "a substantial proba- 
bility that he would engage 
in further acts of sexual vio- 
lence," Dr. Marc Levinson 
testified. j 

McCabe's expected prison 
release last week was 
delayed after the state

filed a petition seeking to 
commit him under the 
Illinois Sexually Violent 
Persons Commitment Act. 
Hackett last week ordered 
McCabe temporarily trans- 
ferred from the Graham 
Correctional Center in 
Hillsboro to the Sheridan 
Correctional Center in 
Sheridan. 

Monday's action means 


McCabe will remain in 
Sheridan for many more 
months, until the case is 
ready for trial. 

Sheridan is a medium- 
security prison for men that 
houses a separate unit oper- 
ated by the Hlinois 
Department of Human 
Services for sexual offend- 
ers. 

From the witness stand, 
Levinson recounted most of 
McCabe's crimes, despite 
defense attorney Steve 
Griffin's continuing objec- 
tions that some of the crimes 
were too old to have rele- 
vance. 

McCabe's sexual arrest 
record dates to 1978, when 
he was charged with the 
rape of a 20-year-old Granite 
City woman in a car ona 
school parking lot. He was 
convicted, but later was 
acquitted in a second trial 
after an appeals court 
reversed the conviction.

The new law prohibits 
sweepstakes companies from 
telling mailing recipients that 
they are 4 winner unless they 
really have won a pr 
he U.S. Postal Service 
must develop and issue rules 
that restricts the use of mis- 
leading language. No longer 
will envelopes proclaim “You're 
our next million-dollar winner!” 
if you aren't or “You've 
ady won $5 million!” 
en't 
The mailings also must 
clearly and conspicuously say 
that no purchase i ssary 
to enter a sweepstakes and that

Furthermore, the law gives 





the Postal Ser subpoena 
power and the ability to impose 
tougher civil penalties on com- 
panies that do not comply with

Companies sending sweep- 
stakes and skill contests also 
are required to set up a notifi 
cation System for consumers to 
call or write to have their 
names removed from the mail-

Companies often don’t deliver 
what they say they are able to 


dents about their experiences in 
dealing with deceptive tactics 
used by many companies to 
lure people into thinking that if 
they buy a product or subscribe 
to a magazine, they will some 
how increase their chances of 
winning a prize 

Recently, one Illinoisan 
related how her elderly mother 
has become hooked on sweep- 
stakes. She shared with me a 
bulky stack of envelopes, repre- 
senting just a sample of the 
mailings. 

She remarked how her moth- 
er is convinced the company 
will think better of her if she 
orders lots of merchandise, and 
that buying more products will 
accord her special considera- 
tion and improve her chances 
to win a lucrative prize 

She said some of the com- 

panies, by using clever type- 
fac sophisticated and offi- 
cial-looking symbols, gimmicky 
labels and personalization, lead 
people to believe the company 
is writing to them personally 
and their odds of winning are 
high 

Another Illinois resident was 
so convinced he won that he 
enclosed a hand-drawn map 
with his entry to make it easier 
for the prize presenters to find 
his rural home 

I also heard other horror 
stories from around the nation 
at a congressional hearing ear- 
lier this year. 

One woman testified her 82- 
year-old father-in-law pur 
chased 32 subscriptions to the 
same magazine extending until 
2018 because he believed he 
was nearing the grand prize. 

Other family members told 
us of loved ones who were so 
convinced they had won a 
sweepstakes they refused to 
leave their home for fear they 
would miss the Prize Patrol 

Sadly, our elderly are par- 
ticularly vulnerable to sweep- 
stakes fraud. 

A survey commissioned by 
the American Association of 
Retired People showed that 40 
percent of seniors asked believe 
there is a connection between 
purchasing and winning. 

These experiences that have 
depleted the life savings of the 
unsuspecting and created rifts 
among loving family members 
are why it is so important to 
strengthen the laws to help stop 
these practices 

It is time for the deception 
to end. This law will help us 
move toward that goal.

In 1996, Professor Kent Redfield 
described Illinois as “the wild west” because 
of the ways politicians raised and spent cam 
paign funds. 

Redfield is a political scientist at the 
University of Illinois at Springfield and the 
state’s leading scholar on campaign finance 
issues. 

His research has uncovered plenty of 
bizarre occurrences. One state senator spent 
| $300 from his campaign fund to pay for park- 
| ing tickets. 

Another legislator who had retired to 
Florida, used leftover campaign funds to buy 
a Cadillac from a Florida dealership - hard- 
ly the kind of expenditures a citizen might 
have expected aohen writing a $25 check to a 
candidate’s campaign. 

But while candidates and big contributors 
played a high-stakes game with few rules, 
Illinois citizens had to jump through ridicu- 
lous legal hoops to get campaign finance 
records about the candidates who wanted to 
represent them 

So citizens relied mostly on the media 
and vigilant professors like Redfield to get 
information 

Now there is one identifiable make of 
progress. Illinois has just been recognized as 
number one in the nation in making cam- 
paign finance information easily accessible 
to citizens by creating and electronic records 
and providing timely Internet access to 


It’s an amazing accomplishment. 

In 1996, Illinois was the least of the regu- 
lated of all states 

Not only could candidates spend freely, 
but Illinois also has no limitations on who 
could contribute to campaigns or how much 





any individual, group or corporation could 
give at any time. 

So a few well-organized groups tended to 
dominate the giving in Illinois, and they still 
do. The unregulated system also allowed 
| groups with money to become big players 
quickly 

Gambling interests, for example, have

made a meteoric rise in contributions in 
recent years. “Access to government is for 
sale in Illinois,” former U.S. Sen. Paul Simon 
often said 

Faced with an increasing public pressure 
regarding campaign finance practices, the 
Illinois legislature passed a series of moder- 
ate campaign finance reforms in 1997 and 
1998 

One reform bans the personal use of 
campaign money. 

Another requires political candidates who 
raised or spent $25,000 in the previous six 
months to file their reports electronically - 
which makes it much easier for the State 
Board of Elections to process them. 

‘Another reform gave the elections board 
a mandate to make all campaign finance 
records freely available on the Internet The 
elections board welcomed the challenge and 
went to work. 

The elections board also unveiled what 
director Ron Michaelson describes as a 
“state-of-the-art campaign disclosure web 
site that provides up-to-the-minute campaign 
reports on the Internet.” 

For these efforts, the California Voter 
Foundation gave Illinois the Digital Sunlight 
Award after conducting a national survey.

“Illinois has come a long way in a short 
time,” the California nonprofit group wrote 
in December. “Today, Illinois ranks number 
one for its digital disclosure efforts. (The 
web site) is very comprehensive and 
includes information on all state and local 
races with a high level of detail. It should 
serve as model for other states.” 

Want to know where your legislator 
received his or her campaign money from or 
who some of the big contributors are? Just 
go to www.elections.state.il.us and click on 
campaign disclosure and search for the can- 
didate or contributor of your‘choice. 

I did, and found out within a‘minute that 
one political insider I know had contributed 
thousands of dollars to one statewide official 
in the past two years. The site is that easy to 
use. Even more information will be available 
after next filing deadline, which is Jan. 31. I 
you can’t find the campaign finance informa- 
tion you want on this official state site, 
another useful web site with historical data 
is that of the Illinois Campaign for Political 
Reform, www.ilcampaign.org- ‘ 

‘A drawback to the new laws adopted in 
1997 and 1998 is that they did not solve the 
problems associated with the dominance of 
large contributors or control over the money 
by the four legislative leaders. 

In fairness though, addressing those 
issues is a monumental task and nobody 
really knows what the perfect system would 
look like. 

But when it comes to disclosure, which 
everybody agreed would be the foundation of 
all reforms, [linois has made tremendous 
progress. 

The elections board and Michaelson’s 
staff deserve a lot of credit for developing a 
user-friendly web site so that citizens now 
have more timely access to information 
about campaign finances in Illinois elections.

Whitaker recalls beginning 


Schmitt built foundation for success, man says

As the 39th Annual William “Red” 
Schmitt Holiday Wrestling Tournament 


came to a close 
PREP Tuesday night, 
WRESTLING the mats went 
silent and a wise, 
mature face beamed from a corner of 
the Granite City HightSchool gymnasi- 
um. 


Walt Whitaker was by Schmitt's side 
as the eponymous redhead built the 
foundation for grappling, which remains 
the bedrock for sports in the Steel City. 

Whitaker was Schmitt's first captain 
as a senior in 1951. After graduation, 
Whitaker wrestled at Arkansas State for 
Harold Nichols before Nichols moved to 
Iowa State and started collecting nation- 
al collegiate champions. i 

Whitaker went into the service when 
the Korean War broke out, and upon his 


return, he wrestled at Southern Illinois 
University at Carbondale for Jim 
Wilkinson. He came to Cahokia, coach- 
ing and teaching from 1960-63. Then he 
returned home to Granite City 

Whitaker spent more than 10 years 
with Schmitt before Granite City North 
High School was opened in 197 

“Coach Schmitt was probably the 
instigator of getting wrestling started in 
this area,” Whitaker said. “He was one 
of the few guys at the time who really 
knew wrestling. ‘ 

“Some of the people who were hired 
at the time to coach wrestling were 


really football coaches and didn’t know 
wrestling. But Schmitty was a guy who 
knew wrestling and taught it to us. Then 
we just kind of passed it down from gen- 
eration to generation. In the meantime, 
the other schools for the next few years 
went out and got wrestling coaches. 
Now they have been pretty good and 
improved and everyone has caught up 
with Granite City.” 

Whitaker's son Mark has followed in 
the footsteps and serves as the head 
assistant coach to Allen Kirgan at 
Granite City High School. 

“It was kind of a natural transition 


of greatness in Granite City 


for him,” Whitaker said. “He loved the 
sport when he was in school. I started 
him out young, at the Granite City 
Wrestling Club and the junior high 
school and high school. He just loves the 
sport and he likes participating with it 
He likes associating with the kids. It’s 
just a natural thing for him to do it.” 

Whitaker took his own important les- 
sons from Schmitt. 

“I think a lot of what I took from 
Schmitty had to do with sportsmanship 
and being a team member,” Whitaker

retor spacer mounted on the 
engine's intake manifold that 
was half an inch thicker than 
the two inches allowed. Martin 
was also fined $40,000. The 
crew chief at the time was Steve 
Hmiel Dale Earnhardt ended 
up winning the championship 
over Martin by 26 points. 

On occaston, NASCAR has 
punished other drivers by tak- 
ing away all or a portion of 
points earned ina race. In fact, 
during the past season tn the 
Craftsman Truck Series, Greg 
Biffle lost the championship to 
Jack Sprague because of a simt 
lar assessment by NASCAR.
